EXPERTS ANSW ER QUERIES 


on their way to prepare their camps 
for the annual drive against tho ant­ 
lered tribe in the South Mountains in 
Adams ami Franklins counties, which 
begins on December I. 
The parties 
passing through 
town were 
loaded 
with foodstuffs, coal, and the necessi­ 
ties at the hunting lodges which have 
come to replace the tent camps that 
formerly prevailed. 
There are more 
than thirty-five lodges on the moun­ 
tains this year and most of them are 
substantial quarters. 


With each 
succeeding 
year deer 
hunting becomes more and more popu­ 
lar and more men follow this sport 
during the two weeks’ season than arn 
other 
hunting. 
Many 
who are po* 
hunters are members of camps 
for 
the good times that go with the event. 
Two years ago was the banner year 
for deer in the South Mountains hut 
last season was not far behind in mini- 
la*rs killed. 
This season the number 
of deer is reported as being about a< 
many as usual and the big-horned fei. 
lows seem plentiful. 
On some farm* 
in the mountains, the deer are break 
ing into garden patches and devouring 
cabbage 
and 
other late vegetable-, 
farmers report. 
Each year, however, 
the number is diminished by the ruth 
less and accidental killing of doc 
and young bucks on which the antler 
have not appeared. 
The deer season opens Thursday, 
December I, and most of the camps 
will be in readiness by that time for 
the big drive on the 
opening day. 
The weather man, however, will give 
th** hunters rain on the opening day 
according to the weather report for 
the week. 
The number of deer allot­ 
ted a camp or group of men for th* 
season is six and the individual kill 
is one during the two weeks. 
The hunters are required to keep 
a complete record of the names of th* 
men 
in their camps 
for the Stat** 
Game 
Warden, Seth 
Gordon, it i- 
said, may take a flying trip into the 
South Mountains this season to in­ 
spect the camps to look for violation 
of the game laws. 
The name of each man who kills a 
deer must la* entered in the log of the 
• amp 
and should 
a d**e or young 
buck not fully matured la* killed acci­ 
dentally or otherwise, such party must 
lie mentioned in the camp diary. 
All deer 
killed illegally 
must be 
given to a public institution, such a 
the County Alms House or Hospital, 
and the bead and hide must la* sent 
to the State game warden at Harris­ 
burg.
